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PREFACE 


Tuts book is not intended for use as a German grammar, 
but as a supplement thereto during the first two years of 
work. 

It has been my observation that many students of Ger- 
man, either because of the intricacies of the grammar or 
because of undue emphasis of minor points by the teacher, 
obtain during the first two years of work no true perspective 
of the main principles of sentence-structure. The first aim 
of this book is to condense and clarify the working essen- 
tials of German grammar, to give the student at the very 
outset an idea of the work to be done and also a basis for 
self-examination and review. 

The second aim of this book is to give both teacher and 
student a well-defined goal in respect to active vocabulary. 
I believe that the active vocabulary should be enriched by 
a certain number of words at each recitation, and that the 
acquisition of these words should be thorough and cumula- 
tive so that at the end of one or two years’ work the stu- 
dent may be equally familiar with each and every word of a 
definite list. 

The vocabulary suggested herein consists of 1000 differ- 
ent words selected from several grammars that are widely 
used to-day. At the end of two years’ study, the high-school 
or college student should have an active, working vocabu- 

lll 
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lary of approximately 1000 words which he should be able 
to spell and pronounce correctly and to use with a high de- 
gree of accuracy. The teacher who secures such efficiency 
has not worked in vain. 

To my wife, Gudrida Buck Greenfield and to Professor 
Herman Babson of Purdue University I wish to express my 
hearty thanks for many helpful suggestions and criticisms.

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BRIEF SUMMARY OF GERMAN GRAMMAR 


I. NOUNS 


1. Gender. German has three genders, — masculine, 
feminine, neuter. Often neither the meaning nor the form 
of the word indicates its gender. 


Thus: state, der Staat; city, die Stadt; village, das Dorf. 

The student is strongly advised to learn the gender of 
each noun that he acquires, rather than depend on the ap- 
plication of rules; the following statements, however, may 
be of some assistance: 

Masculine are: 

(a) The names of the days, months, seasons, and points 
of the compass. 


Ex.: Gonntag, Montag; Sanuar, Februar; der Friihling, ber Gommer; 
der Ytorden, der Sitden, etc. 


(b) All nouns ending in ich, ig, ling. 
Der Teppich, der Kinig, der Frembdling, ete. 
(c) All nouns ending in er denoting agency. 
Der Maler, der Bauer, ete. 
Feminine are: 
(a) All nouns ending in ei, heit, feit, fjaft, ung, in, ie, ion, 


tat. 
Die Familie, die Kinigin, die Freund{daft, etc. 


(b) Nearly all nouns ending in e. 


Die Linge, die Grofe, die Habe, etc. 
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Neuter are: 


(a) All nouns ending in den and Tein. These nouns are 
all diminutives and usually have the umlaut.

(b) The metals, except der Stabl.

2. Declension. 


(a) Feminine nouns, without exception, remain unchanged 
throughout the singular. 


(b) Learn the gender and the nominative plural of every 
noun you have occasion to use, as these two things, more 
than anything else, determine the inflection. Thus: house, 
das Haus, die Haufer; knife, das Meeffer, die Mteffer; hand, die 
Hand, die Hinde. 


(c) The plural cases are all like the nominative plural, 
- except that the dative invariably ends in n. 


Most grammarians classify nouns, according to their in- 
flection, into three declensions, — Strong, Weak, Mized. 


STRONG DECLENSION 


All masculine and neuter nouns of the Strong Declension 
add 8 or e§ to form the genitive singular; if these nouns are 
monosyllabic, the dative singular adds e.

‘4. Position or Order of the Verb. Perfect participles and 
infinitives used as verbs stand at the end of clauses. 
The inflected verb-form may stand in the Normal, In- 
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verted, or Transposed position. The following English sen- 
tence may aid in illustrating these positions. 


(English) He has been in the city. 
(Normal German Order) He has in the city been. 
(Inverted Order) In the city has he been. 
(Transposed Order) Because he in the city been has. 


Normal Order. Used only in independent clauses. When 
the subject stands first in an independent clause, the in- 
flected verb-form must directly follow it. 

The weather now is beautiful, da8 Wetter ift jest fohin. 


The codrdinating conjunctions (and, or, for, but) are fol- 
lowed by the normal order when the subject stands directly 
after them. 

Inverted Order. Used only in independent clauses. When 
the independent clause begins with any element other than 
the subject, the arrangement must be: 

Some element other than subject — verb — subject.

Transposed Order. Used only in dependent clauses. In a 
dependent clause, the inflected verb-form must stand at the 
end of the clause.

Relative clauses are always dependent clauses and there- 
fore have the verb transposed.

5. Auxiliary Verbs. The auxiliary verbs are werden, haben, 
and fein. 

Werden has two distinct uses as an auxiliary verb. 

1. The future tense of any verb is composed of twerden and 
the infinitive: I shall go, ic) werbde gehen; He will write, er wird 
fcbreiben, ete. 

2. Werden is used in German as the auxiliary for the for- 
mation of the passive voice: The money has been found, das 
* Geld ijt gefunden worden. (See article on Passive Voice.) 

Haben and fein are both used in German to form the per- 
fect tenses, whereas in English we now use only have to 
form these tenses. 

Rue. Gein, werden, bleiben, and all intransitive verbs de- 
noting change of position or condition, form the perfect 
tenses with the auxiliary fein. Other verbs take haben. 


THE PERFECT TENSES 


There are three perfect tenses: present perfect, past per- 
fect, future perfect. The student should bear in mind that 
the names of these tenses are always a guide to their for- 
mation, thus: 

Present perfect means present of auxiliary+perfect parti- 
ciple. 

Past perfect means past of auxiliary+perfect participle. 

Future perfect means future of auxiliary+perfect parti- 
ciple.

Verbs with inseparable prefixes are conjugated exactly 
like verbs with no prefixes except that their past participle 
has no prefix ge:

7. Separable Prefixes. A separable prefix is one that 
may, under certain conditions, be separated from the verb- 
stem and stand alone as an independent word. The separ- 
able prefix is always accented.

USES OF THE SUBJUNCTIVE 


The subjunctive is used mainly in Indirect Statement and 
Conditional Sentences. 

Indirect statement. — After verbs of saying, thinking, 
believing, hoping, doubting, fearing, inquiring, etc., the sub- 
junctive is usually used to emphasize the idea of uncer- 
tainty. 

Generally the same tense of the subjunctive is used in 
the indirect statement as was used in the direct statement, 
the tenses most used therefore being the present, future, and 
present perfect. Certain forms of these tenses coincide with 
the indicative; if such be the case, for the 

present subjunctive one may use the past subjunctive, 

future subjunctive one may use the present conditional, 

present perfect subjunctive one may use the past perfect 
subjunctive. 
Direct Statement: He says, “I have no books.” 


Indirect Statement: He says that he has no books. 
Er fagt, dah er feine Biicher habe. 
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Direct Statement: He said, ‘‘I myself have seen it.” 
Indirect Statement: He said that he himself had seen it. 
Gr fagte, dag er felbft e8 gefehen habe (or hatte). 


Direct Statement: He said, ‘“‘we shall go to-morrow.” 
Indirect Statement: He said that they would go to-morrow. 
Er fagte, dak {te morgen gehen wiirden. 


Conditional sentences. — These may be divided into three 
general classes: (1) Simple Conditions, (2) Present contrary 
to fact or Future less vivid, (8) Past contrary to fact. 


(a) The Simple Condition in which nothing is implied: 
If he finds it, he will sell it. 
Wenn er e8 findet, fo wird er e8 verfaufen, 
If she has gone home, I shall stay here. 
Wenn fie nach Haufe geqangen ift, fo bleibe ich hier. 
This type of conditional sentence takes the indicative in 
both condition and conclusion. 


(b) Present contrary to fact or Future less vivid condi- 
tions, implying that the “if”? clause is now unfulfilled or 
that the possibility of its future fulfilment is remote: 

If he were king, he would help us. 
Wenn er Konig wire, fo hilfe er uns (or fo wiirde er uns helfen). 


If he should go away, I should have to stay. 
Wenn er wegginge, fo miifte tc) bleiben (or fo wiirde ich bleiben miiffen). 


This type of sentence requires 
in the condition — the past subjunctive, 
in the conclusion — the past subjunctive or present con- 
. ditional. 


(c) Past contrary to fact, implying that the condition 
was not fulfilled: 
If he had been king, he would have helped us.

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If he had owned it, he would have sold it.

This type of sentence requires 
in the condition — the past perfect subjunctive, 
in the conclusion — the past perfect subjunctive or per- 
fect conditional. 


These last two types of sentence are sometimes mixed, 
but the same rules still prevail. 

Ex.: If he had done it, I should believe it; the condition is past con- 
trary to fact; and the conclusion, future less vivid.

The passive voice in German is built upon the auxiliary 
become (werden) plus the past participle.

The passive voice is really very easy, as it is simply the 
correct tense of the word ‘‘become”’ plus the past parti- 
ciple of the principal verb. 

The apparent passive. — In the present and past tenses 
the sentence often conveys the idea of completion rather 
than continuance of the action. In such cases the auxiliary 
fein is used. The house is built (the idea is one of comple- 
tion), da8 Haus ift gebaut; The house is being built (the sen- 
tence indicates present action), dDa8 Haus wird gebaut. (See 
Synopsis of Passive Voice.) 
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13. Reflexive Verbs. A reflexive verb is a verb whose 
subjects reacts or reflects upon itself; therefore the object is 
always the pronoun corresponding to the subject. 

Many German verbs are always reflexive, as fic) befinden, 
to be; fich trren, to be mistaken, so that the reflexive construc- 
tion occurs much more frequently in German than in Eng- 
lish. 

The reflexive pronouns of the first and second person are 
the objective cases (genitive, dative, accusative) of the per- 
sonal pronouns. 

Sid is the reflexive pronoun of the third person, singular 
and plural, dative or accusative. 

Reflexive verbs take the auxiliary haben, and have no 
peculiarity of conjugation.
